The  births  registered,  of  residents,  in  the  district  were 
according  to  the  Registrar  -General  104,  of  which  57  were  males, 
and  47  females,  this  being  practically  the  same  as  those  actually 
recorded  in  the  area.  Of  these  4  wore  illegitimate.  At  the 
Maternity  Hospital  there  were  248  births,  the  majority  coming 
from  outside  the  district.  In  1944  there  wore  98  births  register¬ 
ed  in  the  area,  but  7 -of  these  were  not  born  in  wedlock.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Only  2  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  both  adults* 

•The  first  was  a  youth  in  Avoning  who  worked  at  a  local  fargi;  as  ho 
was  well- isolated,  and  had  been  ill  for  some  time,  ho  was  treated  at 
home*  "Tho  other  patient,  a  young  woman  in  the  services,  'who  had 
been  admitted  to  the  District  Hospital,-  was  sent  on  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  when  diagnosed*  A  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  a 
laundry  worker*  The  whole  of  the  staff  were  swabbed  and  two  or  three 
carriers  were  found*  These  were  kept;  at  home  until,  two  ‘negative 
swabs  had  been  received.  Another  woman  more  or  loss  connected  with 
this  place  .also  tool;  diphtheria,  but  was  home  treated.  Two  cases 
of  puerperal  pyrexiawore  notified,  both  from  tho  Maternity  Horne,  and 
both  non-residents.’  A  case  of  ophthalmia  nconatorium  due  to  venereal 
disease  in  the  parent  was  reported  from  this  Homo,  tho  mother  coming 
from  an  outside  district.  There  wore  two  cases"  of  erysipelas  notified 
both  middle  aged*  Ten  cases  of  pneumonia  wore  reported,  and  of  these 
8  wore  adults,  and  2  were  children  qged  6.  years.*  There  were  2  deaths, 
equal  to  a  high  death  rate  of  20 $•  This  means  that  many  cases  are 

not  reported.  '  There  were  l6  cases  of  measles  reported,  12  of  which 
were  at  school  age.

All  meat  is  killed  outside  the  area,  but  35  visits  wore  made 
to  butchers  and  food  shops,  There  was  found  and  condemned  732  tins 
of  food  stuff,  100  meat  pies,  ~100  lbs  of  fish  and  26lbs  of  sausages.
